ed up Ihuir well-., and had deal- 
ings with Ihe plumber, till 
now 


everybody IIHPH eily water 


The same thing is applcd to elec- 


trict lightH, which cnrne three or 
four yearn later. Many thought 
that the lights would be out of 
the question, except in the stores, 
and a few horiie.s of the well to do. 
Hut the light plant has been en- 
larged three times to meet the de- 
mand, and IK now over taxed. 


II hasn't bo"ri but a year or two 


since Ihe town figured out a way 
to run an electrical current all 
day. It would hardly pay to 
keep the generators going, they 
thought, but they now have more 
demands for current than they 
can supply. 


So we are about ripe for a gas 


plant. 


We figured a little on this a few 


years ago, but the council decided 
that the promoters were promot- 
ers, and were looking for a pick- 
up. Things didn't turn out as 
they might. 
But it is different 


now. 
There would be many users 


of gas if we had i. It would help 
solve the fuel problem, which, by 
the way, is no small problem, even 
if we have plenty of wood all 
around us. Wood is going higher 
all the time because it is a harder 
matter to get people to stop doing 
other things to cut wood for the 
market. Then with gas, enough 
people would use it for illumina- 
ing purposes to take some of the 
load off the town's plant. Lots 
of folks would burn gas if they 
had it. _ 
But Silence Prevails 


'liots of people in Houston coun- 


ty are looking for the legislature 
to do something about the prohi- 
bition laws. So far nothing is be- 
ing done here. 


You cannot tell whether they 


will stand for a local option bill, 
one that will relieve the thirst of 
the entire state, or a special bill 
like the one Montgomery is ask- 
ing for. 


Just what will be finally settled 


upon, is still uncertain. Some- 
thing is coming, however, and the 
people know that it is in the air. 
They know that we are bound to 
have a change. 


It is generally conceded that the 


blind tiger element will turn out 
as one man and insist that the pro- 
hibition laws are the pea-juiec, 
and ask that they remain unmo- 
lested. 


The legislature meets in about 


another month. It is our duty to 
let our wishes be known to our rep- 
resentative.
